which  lias  al fended  our  efforts  during  the  past  year,  for 
the  amelioration  of  this  most  calamitous  form  of  human 
flufibriug',  aiul  our  exemption  from  any  serious  mis  fortune. 
And,  to  the  phi lantbropic poopl©  of  Georgia,  who,  in  noble 
and  generous  emulation  of  their shier  8fn.tes.havc  furnished 
So  important ly  Increased  Ihctliliesfor  the  accomplishment  of 
the  hciu'i  icicut  designs  of  such  institutions*  Wr  would  say, 
God  speed  you  in  your  good  works,  yon  will  most  surely 
have  yonr  reward.  At  a  period  in  the  history  of  the  world, 
fortunately  iu  all  Christian  lauds,  long  since  past,  the  unhap¬ 
py  victim  of  this  fearful  malady,  was  regarded  as  one  under 
Hie  special  v.t all i  of  God,  for  whoso  relief  human  agencies 
could  avail  nothing,  one  to  bo  considered,  ns  justly  an  out¬ 
cast  from  society,  who  had  brought  disgrace  upon  his  or  her 
family.  With  such  bealghfce^viewt;  it  is  not  wwtaide&M, 
that  in  those  days,  the  unfortunate  subject  of  this  disease, 
ivas  treated,  even  in  Hie  institutions  ejected  for  their  e;m\ 
like  the  most  ferocious  of  wild  beasts,  and  in  some  respects 
cveu  worse.  The  latter  part  of  the  last  century  however, 
inaugurated  a  new  System,  ba^eduppn  chrism  n  philanthro¬ 
py!  mid  more  enlightened  views  of  thuir  true  ooudiuon. — 
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Certain  wise  and  benevolent  individuals;  in  France  and  Eng¬ 
land,  set  on  foot  a  series  of  experiments,  as  they  were  then 
without  doubt  considered*  designed  to  demonstrate  the  great 
error,  m  reference  to  results,  and  the  inhumanity  of  then  ex- 
existing  systems  of  treatment  for  those  hapless  being*.  T1  icir 
experiments  were  eminently  successful.  A  new  and  for  thoso 
unfortunate^  most] ilessed  era,  downed  upon  the  world,  and 
the  righteous  reform,  begun  by  Fine]  in  the  t(BLcd-reT*  at 
Paris,  mid  Tuke  in  the"  Retreat ”  at  York  in  England, 
has  steadly  and  unwaveringly  progressed,  up  to  this  day  ; 
when  there  does  not  exist,  in  any  civilized  country  on  the 
globe,  an  institution  for  the  care  of  the  insane,  not  managed 
upon  what 'is  termed  the  iitodi  m  and  humane  phu  ,(d’ treat¬ 
ing  those  persona,  which  implies  tlie  substitution  oi  co  in¬ 
fo- 1  ,  kindness,  gentleness,  respect  and  patient  for  be  a  ranee, 
with  every  efrot  fi vance  for  healthful  occupation  of  ruind  and 
i  i  ly,  for  noisome  cells,  dark,  dismal  dungeon* ,  chains,  stripe*, 
filth  and  wretchedness,  hi  nli  its  most  awful  forms*  And  it 
.l  subject  of  heartfelt  gnj iifi eh i-ii  to  os.  to  knew,  i hat.  in 
no  com: I  ly  has  the  reform,  in  all  its  principles,  lmni  more 

i' 

thorough] v  curried  out,  than  in  our  own.  No  where  else, 
m  o  there  better  Institutions,  or  arrangements  more  complete 
mid  perfect,  for  I  ho  mitigation  of  this  gadfla&tof  all  human 
calamities.  And  It  is  a  subject  of  special  gratilicnt  Ion  to  oni'- 
selves,  and  should  lie  to  every  Georgian,  who  has  a  heart  to 
feel  for  bis  fellow  creatures,  under  the  keenest  suffering  and 
the  most  awful  privation,  that  our  own  institution  will  now 
compare  favorably  with  any,  in  its  respectidblity  and  ca¬ 
pability  of  usefulness*  It  is  unhappily  true,  however,  that 
while  such  improvement  has  taken  place  in  all  institutions 
provided  for  the  care  of  such  persons,  there  are  yet  to  be 
lour'd,  example  of  horrible  treatment  of  them  at  home; 
alike  subversive  Ilf  every  principle  of  humanity,  and  all 
hope  of  restoration,  or  even  improvement  in  the  mental  con¬ 
dition  of  the  patient.  The  course  pursued  in  these  cases,  is 
Lite  result,  doubtless,  of  a  want  of  proper  info  remit  ion,  or  an 
inability  as  the  friends  may  have  some  reason  to  believe,  to 
do  better.  We  recently  had  n  patient  brought  to  us,  who 
for  three  years  was  confined  hi  a  strongly  built  log  hut,  with 
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no  clothing  or  betiding,  (for  lie  destroyed  every  thing  of  the 
hind  given  him,)  the  only  openings  in  the  lint  hoi.it  niu  in 
l  lie  side,  barely  large  enough  to  pass  food  and  water  :  hrough; 
and  another  in  one  comer  <>t'  the  floor,  whicli  he  was 
strangely  expected  to  use  understand ingly.  From  thiahul, 
ho  was  removed,  or  any  person  wont  into  him,  only  once  in 
ihe  three  years,  and  the  individual  who  brought  inm  here 
stated  that  the  effluvia  arising  from  the  lint,  was  *o  intoler¬ 
able  thatit  was  a  difficult  matter  to  approach  it.  W e have 
a  li  niiiie  here,  whose  father  informed  us,  that  during  the 
winf  or  he  had  been  obliged  to  coniine  her  upiiu  a  pallet,  with 
each  leg  and  each  arm  confined  separately  to  the  floor,  and 
a  chain  across  her  neck.  This  female  is  here,  often  about 
t  he  yard,  regularly  in  the  hall,  and  is  subjected  t<>  uoconfme- 
finoment  whatever,  except  fin  occasional  hccIumoii  in 
her  room.  We  have  a  gentleman  here,  who,  for  several 
years,  was  c  hained  bytilic  leg  and  hand-cuffed,  in  a  common 
jail;  he  lms  been  about  three  years  in  thisiuBtitulion,  and 
though  the  subject  of  homicidal  mania,  has  never  been  con¬ 
fined  for  a.  moment  in  any  manner.  Another  was  brought 
to  us,  who,  it  was  stated,  had  been  confined  in  jail  for  sev¬ 
eral  mouths,  chained  ami  hand-culh'd,  kept  himself  in  a  state 
of  entire  nudity  all  the  time,  was  so  furious  aoddangettius, 
that  bis  food  and  water  were  pushed  up  to  him  in  pans,  with 
H  long  pole;  and  noil  dug,  they  said,  could  be  done  with 
him,  in  the  way  of  control,  util il  they  made  a  COW  Bkiu, 
long  enough  to  be  used  without  the  danger  of  his  reaching 
them,  with  which,  whenever  be  became  furious,  they  reg¬ 
ularly  whipped  him  sc  t  rely.  He  was  brought  here  loaded 
with  chains,  which,  in  accordance  with  a  rule,  I  never  allow¬ 
ed  to  bo  violated,  were  at  once  removed.  He  was  then 
taken  to  his  room,  entirely  unrestrained;  shortly  alier,  go- 
iTi«j  into  Ilia  room,  aud  sitting  down  upon  the  bed  beside 
him,  X  remarked  that  I  regretted  to  learn  that  his  friends  had 
felt  themselves  obliged  to  subject  him  to  such  treatment, 
hut  that  lie  need  tear  nothing  of  the  kind  here  ;  just  then,  a 
gleam  of  reason  passed  across  his  nmid,  and  lm  replied* 
“Yes sir,  and  I  never  would  have  been  so  hod  if  they  had 
not  treated  me  so."’  In  cm  instant,  bis  mind  was  in  .1  state 
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of  U t tor  confusion  again.  The  poor  fellow,  however,  r- 
W  no  such  inflictions  here,  and  though  often  a  violent,  de¬ 
structive,  and  dangerous  man,  a£tertteda®«»of  eight  months 
Tr  ,  rostoml.  Those  oases  might  he  multi-

tercourse  with  the  insane.  To  those  for  whose  restoration 
WO  may  not  (according  to  human  judgment)  hope,  they  are 
constant  son rrcs  of  relief  aiul  comfort,  and  upon  the  curable, 
exert  a  moat 'valuable  remedial  inthmure.  Anything  that 
can  pleasantly  occupy  and  interest  the  mind  of  an  insane 
man  or  worn  fin,  .s+rves  to  relieve  it,  from  the  harassing  and 
corroding  Influence,  of  the  painful  delusions  with  which  it 
may  be  occupied,  and. to  direct  it  into  healthy  cfminjels  of 
action.  And  the.ro  are  m>  doubt,  recent  cases,  in  which,  if  the 
mind  could  he  kept  free  from  undue  excitement,  and  thus 
perpetually  occupied,  no  other  remedial  agency  would  be 
demanded  for  its  resioraliom  Ihi ring  the  past  year,  the 
work  placed  by  the  act  of  IS  m,  under  the  charge  of  a  spe¬ 
cial  commission,  has  been  completed.  There  were  several 
Iking's,  however,  which  if.  was  wi i  bin  their  province  to  have 
done,  but  for  the  accomplishment  of  which  the  means  in 
their  hands  did  not  suffice;  some  of  those  items  being  of  abso- 
hci1'  necessity,  wo  have  been  obliged  so  far  as  wc  could, 
wit!  lin  our  means,  to  go  on  and  complete. 

hi  relation  to  rite  improvement*,  contemplated  by  the  ap¬ 
propriations  for  the  manufacture  of  brick,  and  the  erect  ion 
of  T he  walh  they  have  not  pJwresH.h  *m.isf?u:tnnly,  h  was 
a  great  mistake,  on  the  part  of  the  Legislature  of  1S57,  not 
to  allow  us  to  go  on  nod  make  the  brick  ourselves,  as  we  had 
done  lor  three  years  previous,  and  in  the  doom  which  we 

had  saved  to  the  State  over  fifteen  thousand  dollars.  Out 
of  the  require 2 neat  t ha t  the  contract  should  he  let  to  the 
lowest  bidder,  lias  grown  all  the  delay  that  has  occurred, 
and  by  which  the  work  has  been  retarded*  Had  we  literal- 
l y  in  I i >1  > ted  the  cc > u rsc  re q u i n 1  d  h v  the  L eg islntu  re ,  an d  His 
Kxci  lftincy  the  Governor  would  have  allowed  the  brick  to 
be  made  elsewhere  tlnai  upon  flic  premises  of  the  Asylum, 
it  must  have  iuevituhly  resulted,  it i  getting  idrthe  money, 
imt  more  probably,  Hem  iedf  the  brick  wanted,  as  the  esti¬ 
mate  waa  based  upon  the  expectation  that  wo  should  make 
them  ourselves,  (for  whiteh  wfi'frere  already  prepared)  open 
the  most  economical  plan  possible,  and  without  the  item  of 
prolit.  The  Governor  very  properly  required,  that  as  one 
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of  the  conditions,  the  brick  should  be  made  upon  the  premi¬ 
ses,  a*  directed  by  the  law.  Under  such  ci  rcum&taneea,  gen¬ 
eral  bidders,  as  we  had  every  re^aOB  to  belie  vu,  could  not 
be  induced  to  come  forward,  unless  upon  such  terms  as 
were  wholly  incompatible  with  our  menus,  hi  tins  dilem¬ 
ma,  we  were  forced,  either  to  allow  the  whole  matter  to  lie 
over,  take  the  chances  of  having  to  pay  about  double  what 
had  been  contemplated,  or  under  a  different  state  of  t  hings 
would  have  been  necessary;  or  endeavor  to  procure  assu¬ 
rance  of  si.  bid  under  which  wo  would  be  warranted  in  go- 
1  ng  in  rwa  n  I .  >Such  an  ax  rat  i  go  s  n  ei  1 1  wn  s  e  fife  cte  d  w  itb  the 
Keeper  of  the  Penitentiary,  who  at  that  time  had  many 
hands  lie  con  hi  not  advantageously  employ.  Proposals  were 
then  called  for  by  advertisomentt  and  the  cout  ract  was  let  to 
Gem  McConnell,  Keeper  of  the  Penitentiary,  being  the  low¬ 
est  bidder.  Considerable  (hue,  however,  was  lost  in  effect¬ 
ing  this  arrangement,  advertising,  and  the  preparations  ne- 
ceaauiy  to  enable  the  Penitentiary  to  have  the  convicts  out 
here.  They  were  subsequently  much  troubled  with  sick¬ 
ness  of  the  prisoners  working  near  the  creek  and  river,  and 
with  the  difficulty  of  keeping  them  there.  In  addition,  they 

had  a  conGad,  with  tin.*  buihlimr  ('* . uisshmors,  h>  supply 

them  with  some  six  or  seven  hundred  thousand  brick,  for 
the  completion  of  work  which  was  regarded  as  of'  primary 
necessity,  and  accordingly  first  supplied.  The  result  was, 
that  by  the  close  of  the  season,  a  very  small  proportion  of 
the  brick  necessary  for  the  wall,  was  made.  At  the  last 
session  of  the  Legislature,  an  appropriation  was  made,  for 
erecting  our  wall,  and uIro  for  making  extensive  improve¬ 
ments  at  the  Penitentiary.  It  would  now  become  necessary 
for  them  to  have  the  labor  of  the  convicts  in  putti ag  up  the 
improvements  contemphiied  at  the  Penitentiary,  and  in  this 
way  rhey  would  have  full  employment  for  all  who  had  been 
engaged  the  previous  season,  in  making  brick  at  the  Asy¬ 
lum,  and  very  much  more  to  their  interest  and  advantage. — 
Consequent  I  v  they  set  about  endeavoring  to  effect  a  transfer 
of  their  contract  with  ns.  This,  after  a  lapse  of  sometime, 
they  accomplished.  But  in  the  meantime,  the  period  bail 
passed,  in  which  the  contractor  could  have  hired  for  theen- 
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gains*  year,  a  sufficient  force  of  suitable,  able  bodied  neg  roes, 
■gfcott  he  could  have  retained  and  controlled;  arid  depend¬ 
ing  noon  the  uncertain  labor  of  sucli  white  men  as  he  could 
get  in  this  vicinity,  his  operations  progressed  slowly  ami 
unsatisfactorily.  From  some  ca use,  the  burning  of  the  first 
kiln  put  up,  proved  an  eulire  failure,  was  reburned  without 
improvement,  and  from  tlie  influence  of  long  continued  wet 

weather,  at  an  otherwise  favorable  seas . Ins  work  was 

much  retarded.  The  greatest  difficulty,  however,  consisted 
in  his  nut  having  a  competent  force  of  suitable  laborers,  and 
it  is  due  to  him  to  state,  that  he  advertised  for  twenty  able 
nernoes,  for  whom  he  offered  to  pay  twenty  dollars  per 
month,  but  failed  to  get  them.  Indeed  it  is  true  according 
to  the  observation  of  every  one,  that  .there  never  lms  been  a 
year  within  our  recollection,  when  it  waB  so  difficult  m  this 
neighborhood,  to  hire  such  persons.  The  end  is,  that  mir 
wok  in  putting  up  the  wall,  is  not  more  than  half  done, 
and  wh.it  we  hoped  to  effect  this  year  in  relation  to  it,  can¬ 
not  be  accomplished  before  the  nest-  Early  in  the  present 
year,  we  advertised  for  proposals,  for  laying  the  buck  in  the 
wall,  &c.,  received  several  bids,  and  awarding  it  to  the  low- 
,,Mt,  effected  ft  favorable  contract,  with  Mr.  Wulbdly  of  Han¬ 
cock,  who  makes  all  necessary  excavations  for  the  founda¬ 
tion,  tm.l  furnishes  every  thing,  except  brick  and  lime,  at 
two  dollars  and  eighty  cents  per  thousand  brick  laid  as 
measur  .1  in  the  waU.  And  the  work  of  Mr.  MnlULly,  haa 
thus  tar  been  satisfactory,  and  would  have  been  completed 
entirely  this  year,  if  he  could  have  been  furnished  with  suit¬ 
able  brick  with  sufficient  regularity  and  dispatch.  \V  <■  ef¬ 
fected  a  contract  with  Mr- Charles  Parsons,  of  Savannah,  for 
the  delivery  at  Midway,  of  such  amount  of  the  best  hook- 
land  li  ne  as  might  be  wanted,  at  One  dollar  and  forty-three 
cents  per  barrel.  We  have  the  the  bonds,  with  satisfactory 

securit  y  of  all  the  contractors.

Iwbments  which  I  have  visited,  called  schools  for  idiots.- 
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The  .success  resulting  from  efforts  lor  the  amelioration  of 
their  condition  ami  the  development  of  their  minds,  iupla- 
cey  expressly  provided  tor  their  cat©  and  management,  is  not 
mdy  deligh 1 1 ui  to  behold,  but  most  astouishiusr,  It  is  now 
definitely  settled  that  under  suoh  eircmii stances,  a  large  pro¬ 
portion  oi  f  iie  congenital  iin  be  odes,  accustomed  to  be  re¬ 
garded,  as  little  if  any  thing  better,  in  mind  and  habits,  than 
the  lowest  and  mosf.  loathsome  of  all  God’s  creatures,  are 
susceptible,  under  the  influence  of  constant,  patient  and 
persevering  dibits,  (if  taken  between  the  ages  of  seven  and 
fourteen  yearn)  of  such  improvement  and  development  of 
mind,  a.s  renders  them,  not  only  cleanly,  orderly  and  well 
behaved,  but  capable  of  receiving  religious  instruction,  and 
providing  for  their  own  subsistence,  in  various  kinds  of  em- 
pluymcnt  This  is  a  subject  that  should  command  the  earli¬ 
est  consideration  of  every  philanthropist  But  a  hospital 
for  the  insane  is  not  the  place  in  which  we  can, hope  for  the 
attainment  of  such  results,  in  the  case  of  the  unfortunate 
idiot. 

1  he  question  has  been  presented  on  two  or  three  occasions 
by  one  of  our  Governors,  and  the  reports  of  committees  oi" 
i  lie  Lunatic  Asylum,  as  to  whether  some  suitable  provision 
should  not  be  made  for  the  proper  care  of  the  insane  negroes 
of  the  State.  1  have  been  requested  to  present  the  subject 
for  the  consideration  of  the  Legislature  at  this  time.  The 
last;  census  afford#  us  no  information  as  the  number  of  those 
persons  now  in  the  State*  It  Is,  however,  known  to  be 
small,  probably  not  exceeding  thirty  or  forty*  They  could 
be  provided  for  readily  here,  but  it  would  be  essential  that 
entirely  separate  buildings  and  enclosures  should  be  erected, 
iii  a  proper  distance  from  those  now  occupied,  A  very  tri¬ 
vial  rax  upon  each  slave  would  provide  the  means  for  the 
erection  id  sock  buildings  and  enclosures,  and  a  merely 
nominal  tux  on  each,  cover  the  annual  cost  of  care  and  main¬ 
tenance*  Humanity  requires  that  they  should  be  properly 
rui'ed  for*  and  should  the  Committee  on  the  Lunatic  Any- 
uiu,  determine  upon  presenting  any  plan  for  the  attainment 
QftbU  desirable  object*  we  will  cheerfully  furnish  any  addi¬ 
tional  ami  more  precise  information  that  may  be  wanted,  so 
hir  as  it  ig  in  our  power. 
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The  onli nary  and  regular  operations  of  the  institution, 
during  the  past  year,  have  been  attended  with  a  degree  of 
success  for  which  we  have  a  bund  ant  reason  to  be  thankful, 
much  lias  been  accomplished  in  the  way  of  necessary  and 
useful  improvements  about  the  place,  and  increasing  our  fa¬ 
cilities  fnr  fulfilling  the  great  purposes  of  all  such  establish¬ 
ments*  A  very  large  proportion  of  the  rcemt  and  as  usually 
ranked  curable  cases,  have  been  restored  and  returned  to 
their  homes  and  families ;  and  others  are,  we  think,  m  a  fa¬ 
vorable  sta  te  of  convalescence.  ■  We  have  had  the  pleasure 
to  number  ;dso  among  the  restored,  some  cases  of  more 
c  h  r  o  lii  c  ch  a  racter  *  Wit  h  i  n  1 1 1  e  la  si  o  i  g  1  it  ee  ri  m  on  tbs  the  re 
have  been  received  of  satisfactorily  ascertained  remit  cases, 
twcnty-livi',  of  whom  nineteen  have  been  discharged  cured, 
three  remain  decidedly  improved,  and  we  believe  likely  ul¬ 
timately  to  recover,  one  was  removed  by  her  friends  from 
the  North*  and  two  died-  I  would  again  urge  the  very 
great  importance  there  is,  in  e very  possible  view,  in  the 
placing  t bn  insane  in  snob  an  institution  at  the  earliest  day 
practicable  after  being  satisfied  that  the  mind  is  in  any 
degree  disordered.  This  statement  of  course  has  no  refer* 
o m  e  to  the  temporary  disturbance  of  the  mind,  which  often 
occurs  from  a  variety  of  causes,  and  the  probable  brief  ex¬ 
istence  of  which  maybe  reasonably  expected.  But  it  un¬ 
fortunately  frequently  happens,  that  the  friends  of  an  i  nsane 
person  observe  that  some  strange,  and  to  them  unaecoutifca- 
ble  cbimge,  has  taken  place  in  the  manner,  disposition  or 
habits  of  the  individual?  they  mark  such  change  as  it  be¬ 
comes  more  and  more  palpable,  they  wonder  what  is  the 
matter,  but  never  once  suspect  or  are  willing  to  believe,  that 
he  or  she  is  insane;  they  very  naturally  indulge  the  hope 
that  it  wi  II  wear  off;  time  passes,  and  it  may  be  that  various 
means  are  adopted  by  affectionate  and  devoted  friend  a  to 
employ  and  divert  the  mind  and  improve  the  health,  if  to 
them  a  state  of  disordered  health  is  manifest.  But  the 
case  progresses,  and  suddenly  Home  serious  outbreak 
occurs 


;  the  conviction  is  forced  upon  their  minds  that  the 
ri  now  beyond  any  doubt  insane.  They  are,  it 
may  bo,  shortly  brought  to  the  Asylum,  and  we  arc  told,  on

ries  [store  closely  and  minutely,  we  find  in  their  history, 
ab unda n t  re as< > n  f \ >  r  k  m  Vwi i  j  g ,  tl i&t  the  i n c ipf on t  s t age  of 
t&ls  djsea.se  existed  twelve  or  eighteen  months  before,  or 
pOfiriibly  for  a  longer  period.  In  such  case  much  valuable 
time  has  been  lust,  and  the  probability  increased,  of  the  ej£- 
i stci i ce  no w  o f  o rgai lie  disease  of  the  b r a  i  u ,  wh  i  d  i  prim ari - 
ly  may  have  only  been  k)  mpuilietically  affected.  The  pro¬ 
positions  very  generally  understood,  that  acute  disease  H 
mo  re  1  i  k  ely  to  1  >  e  c  u  r e « I  th  a  n  cl  lr  oni  C ,  but  it  is  m  o  re  e:  nil  i» 
oi )  tl ) ■  t  rii e  of  this  di  - 1 n ise  t li a n  an y  ot he r*  i Zectm f  ijisaui t  /  i < 
a  specific  technicality,  and  means  cases  the  very  incepiioubi 
which  date  certainly  not  further  back  than  one  year.  Of 
such  cases,  from  seventy  to  ninety  percent,  nmy confident¬ 
ly  bo  mxpeeted  to  bu  restored,  in  all  Well  conducted,  pro¬ 
perly  managed  and  amply  provided  institutions,  for  the  cure 
of  such  persons.  Hot  utter  the  lapse  of  one  year,  the  chan¬ 
ces  of  restoration  diminish  very  rapidly;  and  one  of  the 
best  informed,  and  jjjuu  experienced  gi  ullemen,  who  has 
boon  connected  with  this  speciality  in  America,  made  this 
remark,  in  reference  lit  the  importance  of  early  proper  treat¬ 
ment*  He  said  that;  the  chances  for  restoration  were  two 
out  in  i  he  first  to  the  last  3  months  of  the  same  year-  The 
number  of  deaths,  within  the  past,  year,  has  been  less  than 
during  the  year  p  rev  ion-*,  notwithstanding  the  number  under 
our  caire,  h&s  within  that  period,  been  largely  increased. — 
And  as  heretofore,  has  occurred  almost  exclusively  among 
those  who  are  brought  here  in  a  well  nigh  dying  condition, 
or  those  of  extreme  age,  and  who  arc  worn  out  by  long  con¬ 
tinued  irritation  of  the  brain.  It  would  be  well  that  there 
win  a  provision  of  the  law,  prohibiting  the  sending  to  tin 
Asylum,  persons  whose  physical  condition  is  such,  as  to  ren¬ 
der  it  certain,  {according  to  all  human  judgment,)  that  they 
can  survive  but  for  a  very  few  weeks,  or  months,  at  most;

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The  financial  affairs  of  the  institution  have  been  conduct.* 
w;th  the  strictest  economy,  at  all  consistent,  with  the 
best  interests  and  welfare  of  the  institution  anil  its  inmates. 
In  probable  evidence  of  which,  1  annex  a.  table  giving  a  state¬ 
ment,  of  the  annual  average  cost  of  care,  support  &«.,  of 
the  patients  in  different  institutions  for  the  cure  of  the  in¬ 
sane  in  the  United  States;  drawn  from  the  reports,  or  from 
direct  conn m ideation  with  those  having  charge  ot  therm 
From  which  it  will  be  seen,  that  they  are  positively  sup¬ 
ported  here,  at  a  less  annual  average  than  in  any  one  ot 
them  notwithstanding  the  very  great  advantage  which  some 
of  them  have  of  ns,  by  their  locution  in  sections  of  countiy, 
where  labor,  and  every  species  of  supplies  are  vastly  cheap¬ 
er  than  in  this  region.  I  would  by  no  means  claim  that 
this  is  the  result  alone,  <>1  our  care  and  economy,  on  the 
contrary,  i  am  satisfied,  that  in  some  of  those  institutions  at, 
least  it  “results  from  t lie  fact,  that  they  arc.  more  liberally 
provided  for.  This  indeed  I  know  to  be  true,  in  reference 
to  some  of  them,  from  personal  observation.  We  have  how¬ 
ever  always  felt  it  to  be  our  duty,  to  see,  that  while  every 
thing  compatible  with  our  means  was  done  to  promote  the 
Comfort,  contentment  and  restoration ol  our  charge,  elevate 
the  character  of  the  institution,  and  enlarge  the  sphere  of 
its  usefulness,  at  the  same  time,  to  be  very  sure  always,  that 
our  operations  where  kepi  within  our  means.  There  is  a 
great  mistake  in  the  minds  of  many  persons  in  relation  to 
the  character  of  Hospitals  for  the  insane.  Some  are  prone 
to  regard  them  as  a  sort,  of  prison  house,  designed  only  for 
the  custody  of  that  unfortunate  'class  of  our  fellow  beings 
in  which  they  arc  to  be  provided  for,  in  very  much  the  same 
manner,  as  the  inmates  of  other  prisons.  Again,  others 
mme  kindly  and  philanthropic  in  their  views,  but  scarcely 
less  mistaken,  regard  them  as  Hospitals  for  tin1  sick,  in  the 
light  of  ordinary  hospitals,  and  would  have  them  fare  ac¬ 
cordingly.  Either  of  these  views  is  most  seriously  errone¬ 
ous  and  if  adopted  and  acted  upon,  would  not  only  fail  to 
fulfill  the  humane  design  of  ameliorating  their  unhappy 
condition, but  wonldaggruvate  it,  and  speedily  destroy  them. 
If  you  would  attain  the  highest  and  holiest  ends,  el  human 
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effort  ^  in  their  behalf,  you  must  make  generous  a  ail  libe- 
1  n f  revision  for  them*  A  distinguished  gentleman  who 
some  years  since  was  Visiting  the  institutions  of  England, 
speaking  oi  the  completeness  of  all  the  arrangements  for  the 
i’Aivu  of  the  insane  iu  that  country,  says,  (kTMa  illustrates 
strongly  the  prevalence  ct  a  principle  which  I  found  every 
whore  recognized,  and  declared,  ns  the  practical  fruit  of 
thirty  years  -  experienct*.  This  principle  is,  that  there  is  no 
sudi  thing,  m  a  just  and  proper  curative,  or  ameliorating 
treatment  of  the  insane,  in  rhmphj  eoniatructed,  or  dimply 
managed  institutions  ;  that  the  measure  of  expense  of  com¬ 
mon  paupers,  never  should  be  regarded,  in  providing  for 
(fie  insane  ;  that  a  better  class  of  ei  Inn-houses  may  be  car- 
litul  on  fbr  receiv  ing  lunatics,  and  dignified  with  the  name 
id  Asylums,  or  Hospitals,  with  some  degree  of  apjxirent  suc¬ 
cess,  hut  to  do  the  greatest  amount  of  good  to  the  insane, 
the  minds  oi  the  people  must  he  trained  10  understand  and 
adniii.  the  absolute  necessity  of  somewhat  expensive  ar-

Lions,  hey  oi  id  those  in  which  the  most  patients,  or  rather 
the  most  sufferers,  can  be  crowded  together,  at  the  least 
charge,  it  is  worth  while  to  establish  such  as  will  accom¬ 
plish  all  of  cure  or  relief  which  is  practicable-”  The  prin¬ 
ciple  above  set  forth,  is  fully  recognized  in  our  own  conn- 
fiy,  and  the  result  is,  that  f  here  are  to  be  found  in  the  United 
States,  as  complete,  perfect,  and  successful  institutions  of 
this  kind  as  exist  any  where  in  the  world*  And  our  own  if 
judiciously  fostered  by  the  State,  may  now  bo  expected  to 
take  rank  among  the  best  of  them. 

We  do  not  ask,  or  desire  any  increase  of  the  appropriations 
for  the  support  of  pauper  patients,  and  the  employment  of 
persons  necessary  about  the  place ;  but  most  certainly  no 
reduction  in  those  appropriations,  can  vet  safely,  or  justly, 
he  made.  In  addition  to  the  rapid  increase  in  the  number 
ot  pauper  patients,  constantly  occurring,  there  yet  remains 
much  work  tube  done*  in  the  way  of  out  door  improvements 
ln  the  erection  of  a  suitable  iron  railing  across  the  entire  front, 
fr,Jm  tho  corner  of  the  wall  on  the  East  side  to  that  on  the 
West,.  To  extend  the  wall  on  that  line  would  mar  the  ap- 
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pcamnee  of  tho  iustitutimi  very  much,  ami  give  it-  flu- 1,1 
apristm-  Tim  grading,  levelling,  laying  out  nnd  planting 
the  grounds;  the  construction  ol  infhspeaBahm  sewers  am! 
drains  the  erection  of  new  fences  fur  dividing  the  ynrcU 
occupied  by  different  classes  of  patients;  the  erection  of  a 
suitable  moke  house,  stables  and  barn,  all  much  needed  ; 
and  many  thing*1  ofnuiror  eharaetex,  huf  by  ritMneanS  tinnn- 
portnnt.  Tor  the  accomplishment  of  all  of  which,  liuwevui , 
wc  do  not.  «sk  or  expect  to  nsk  the  iippropi'hilh’ii  of  a  single 
4oIl«r,  if  tt Legislature  will  hut  continue  to  make,  for  a 
few  years,  the  same  regular  annual  appropriations,  ns  weic 
made  at  the  last  session.  In  that,  event  we  very  confident¬ 
ly  believe  that  by  great  care  anti  economy,  we  shall  be  able 
to  save  enough,  'gradually  to  effect  all  the  iiecowuryim-
